Mr. Scoville re- 
plied to this charge with such moderation, 
and, withal, in such suitable terms of rebuke, 
that he won the sympathies of the audience. 
Indeed, on two occasions his remarks were 
so just and fit that the strange spectacle was 
presented of an American crowd applauding 
the legal protector of Charles Guiteau. It 
was a high compliment, and must have come 
as a sweet reward to the speaker.

tions to the accused. He could speak not 
only as an advocate, but a friend. His argu- 
ment had all the force of testimony. No 
one, for instance, could have told 
the story of Gulteau's life from the wit- 
ness-box better, or more authoritatively, and 
the country will admit that the narrative, as 
related, exhibits an eccentricity akin to mad- 
ness, if not within its proper domain. The 
account will be read with a painful interest.

THE TRIAL. 
SCOVILLE’S SPEECH, WITH THE CONSTANT 
INTERRUPTIONS OF THE ASSASIN.. 

Wasuinorton, D. C., Nov. 22.—There was 
the usual ¢rowd present when Gujtean was 
brought into the court-room this worning. 
He had “aride ef honor from the jail, a 
mounted escort being in attendance. After 
he had taken his seat he seemed in remarka- 
bly good humor, which is explained by the 
| fact that he had just received a very nice let- 
ter, inclosing a money-order for $20, from an 
lilinois lawyer. After reaching the prison- 
ers’. room Guiteau partook of a hearty break- 
fast, and expressed himself satisfied with 
the police arrangements made to insure his 
safety. He thought the same precautions 
should have been observed at the outset. 
The court-room was crowded in every nook 
and corner. John Guiteau was in the court- 
room soon after 9 o’clock, and obtained sub- 
penas for six additional witnesses. None 
of the gentiemen publicly invited by 
Guiteau to assist in the defense 
have yet responded. It is understood, 
however, that Scoville expects to secure the 
services of Trude, of Chicago, later in the 
week. Several medical experts summoned 
dy the defense were in attendance, among 
them Dr. Rice, of Merton, Wis., who has

| be no such victim of impulse; vet, if a man 


was shown to be a monomaniac on any sub- 
ject, or to have been of unsound mind in any 
| particular, those things must have their 
weight with the jury. On the question as to 
whether the prisoner was in control of him- 
self when the shooting was done, or whether 
he would have done such a deed had he 
been of sound mind, he cited cases where 
men had been hung, notwithstanding a de 
tense of Insanity, and where a post-mortem 
éxamination had revealed unmistakable in- 
sanity. He even pointed out a case in this 
court, Judge Fiaher „where a col- 
ored woman was convicted for the murder 
of a white man, and that, pending a new 
trial, she died, and the post-mortem examina- 
tion showed that she was insane. He be- 
lieved , too, that 
DR. M’DONALD 

has testified in a certain case that a man was 
sane, when, after death, he was found to 
have been insane, and yet the jury will have 
to depend greatly upon expert testimony in 
this case. Mr. Scoville mentioned these 
things to show that insane defenses are not 
always shams and dodges: No insane man 
was ever declared sane, although the reverse 
was frequently the case. In such cases the 
burden of proof rests with the prosecution. 
The present was the case of a man who 
lacked reasoning power, who knew whaj he 
wanted to do, but not how to doit. He was 
not mad, nor crazy, but lacked reasoning 
faculties, starting with false premises, and 
tried to argue from them. Scoville said he 
understood a case nearest like the present 
would be testified to by 


DR. SPITZER, OF NEW YORK, 
who claimed thata man with a peculiar de- 
fect of mind might go in politics, mingle 
with great men, think himself one, dislike 
his treatment, and even commit a great 
crime. This seemed, indeed, to be a proph- 
ecy of this shooting. He did not insist 
insanity was always hereditary, but 
it was the rule rather than the excep- 
tion, that where there was a taint 
in the blood insanity was the probable re- 
sult. Scoville argued that it was impossible 
to separate the mind from the body, and just 
as wrong to punish a man for malformation 
of the brain as for malformation of a foot or 
arm. The victim had no control over it, and 
was not to biame. Counsel then proceeded 
to discuss the causes and evidence of insan- 
ity. The case was cited of an Ohioan who 
attempted to shoot Hayes, and was subse- 
quently sent to an insane asylum, and it was 
shown that although the man had never been 
in Washington he had a complete plan of the 
Capitol. This was to show that insane peo- 
ple often plan out their subsequent work. 
Scoville argued that irritability and inability 
to do business, and even homicides, were fre- 
quently incidents of a desire to kill. The 
most common kind of insanity was where 
there was a lack of any motive, which, of 
course, showed a lack of reasoning powers. 
Such was the case of a young man who re- 
cently shot down s@reral men and was shot 
himself. Seoville next considered the ques- 
tion of 
FEIGNING INSANITY; 

and said if the prisoner was feigning he was 
not worthy the protection of law. Experts 
were never unable to detect a really insane 
män, but some men at times were able to 
fool experts. In order to do this a man must 
have a knowledge of insanity. Guiteau has 
none. Yet the Distriet-Attorney had said he 
was sane and feigning a part. 

At this point Guiteau interrupted in a loud 
veice: I never feign anything. I always 
act es I am, sane or insane.“ 

Scoville—That, I expect, will be proven to 
the jury. 

Scoville continued, that when he first heard 
of the shooting he had said, as did Mr. 
Blaine and Gen, Garfield: “The man is 
crazy.”’ 

District-Attorney Corkhill 

DiUNIED THAT BLAINE AND GARFIELD 
had ever said so, and called attention to the 
fact that Blaine had sworn he thought Gui- 
teau sane. 

Seoville replied that he expeeted to bring 
evidence on these points. He then pro- 
ceeded to discuss the insanity of members of 
Guiteau’s family. He would show that his 
grandfather was insane, and the taint ran 
through the family. He cited family names, 
Martin Luther, Abraham, etc., to show a re- 
ligious mania. Also, one relative, with a 
well-to-do husband, had a mania that she was 
going to the poor-house. Another was a 
bright girl up to 14 years, and then became 
imbecile, and is now in an asylum. Another 
died insane. Another was made insane by 
love affairs, and the father of Guiteau had a 
mania thathe could never die, in which he 
was disappointed. Mr. Scoville went on to 
say that the mother of defendant was, to say 
the least, peculiar, and that just before Gui- 
teau was born she had a severe sickness; 
had brain trouble, and had to have her head 
shaved. The hair thus taken off would be 
shown in court. Thus Guiteau was born. 

HE WAS A BRIGHT nor, 
and there was nothing wrong about him, ex- 
cept, perhaps, an impediment in his speech. 
His father whipped him for this, and whipped 
him as only an intensely religious man can 
whip, but it did not destroy the impediment. 
He outgrew it. One day, while at play, he 
was struck on the head with a stone, and 
thus was caused the scar which has been 
spoken of as the mark of some personal en- 
counter. Mr. Scoville then detailed the his- 
tory of the prisoner, bow he spent his timein 
Freeport, copying deeds; went to Ann Arbor 
to school; found himself unprepared and 
worked hard at study and reading religious 
books: how the latter had a bad influence, 
and how he finally went to the Oneida Com- 
munity; lived there five years, and was fully 
impressed that their doctrine was right, and 
even expected to become the ruler of these 
believers in the world. The communists 
looked upon him as a common sort of fellow, 
and, to speak commonly, “sat down on him.” 
Then he went to New York, and, living on 
crackers and water or some other brain food, 
labored for months unsuccessfully to 
start a religious paper. While this story 
was being told the prisoner covered his 
face with his hand and laughed quietly, as if 
amused with theremembrance. Mr. Scoville 
then referred to his return to Oneida, as if in 
the fulfillment of his wish to do what he 
considered to be the best thing to serve God, 
and he called attention to the fact that the 
testimony for the defense would show that 
all through his life 
HIS GREAT MOTIVE POWER 

had been what he thought the Lord wanted 
him to do. He only left the community be- 
cause he was literally oppressed by some of 
the customs of the colony, and when he did 
leave it it was with a feeling that he was de- 
parting from the way to heaven. Upto this 
time all the efforts of his friends to get him 
to leave the colony were ineffectual, and even 
after he left nem it was long before he cae 
cluded there Was some other road to 

Finally he took up law and was exam iby 
Mr. Reed, of Chicago, who asked three ques- 
tions. Guiteau answered two and was ad- 
mitted to the bar. He was unsuccessful as a 
lawyer, and collecting bad debts was his 
principal business. Whenever he met an- 
other lawyer ip court he failed. 

Here Guiteau interrupted Scoville, saying: 
“I have bad a good many cases in court and 
never was called a fool. When a lawyer I 
generally gave them as good as I got.” 

Scoville continued: Gulteau was persist-

The 
rest of your story is good and true; and in 
regard to my peculiarities you seem to under- 
stand them. But I want you to know 1 
never was quite a fool when a lawyer, and 
don 't you forget it.” 

At 12:30 the court took a recess tor half an 
hour. 

AFTER RECESS, 

Scoville resumed his story of the life of 
Guiteau, using the expression “mentally in- 
competent.“ Guiteau fretted at the imputa- 
tion of lack of brain-power, and exclaimed: 
“Not true, and can’t be shown. I always 
toll the truth“; and again he broke in: 1 
had brains enough. but my mind was de- 
voted to theology; that’s why I ran behind. 
There’s no money in the theology business. 
I’m out of that now.” Scoville spoke of his 
client’s impecunious condition, and Guiteau 
said: “I was always well-dressed. Don’t 
put that in.” Scoville related an incident in 
Guiteau’s life which his friends thought in- 
dicated insanity, Guiteau, with much 
warmth, said: “I’ve heard thate story be- 
fote, and it is absolutely false. 
DON’T TELL ANY SUCH STUFF AS THAT 

AGAIN,” 
Scoville related Guiteau’s varied experiences 
during the Moody and Sankey revivals, and 
his efforts and failures as a lecturer on re- 
ligious subjects, and the lack of apprecia- 
tion shown by his audience. Guiteau thus 
explained: “New ideas on that subject— 
they hadn’t got to them at that time,“ and, 
as though thinking he had not quite made 
his meaning plain, he added: 1 had ideas, 
but no reputation; and the ideas wouldn’t 
draw.“ Gulteau's belief he was serving 
the Lord, and it was the Lord’s business to 
pay debts incurred in His service, was men- 
tioned, when Guiteau laughingly said: “I 
deadheaded from Toledo to Chicago on the 
impression my appearance made with 
conductors. 1 got put off twice, 
though.” Scoville, while describing Gui 
teau’s religious experiences, was frequently 
interrupted by the prisoner, with “I left a 
$5,000 law business to do that work, and you 
all know how I ‘made out with it,” and again, 
„Same kind of business the Apostle Paul 
was engaged in—he got his pay, and I ex- 
pect to get mine some time 

OUT OF THAT BOOK I WROTE.” 

A moment after, with a show of enthusiasm, 
and raising his voice, Guiteau exclaimed: “I 
used to go round the streets selling my lect- 
ures, People thought I was a book-agent; 
and 1 was happier when I was doing that 
work than ever before. I was working for 
the Lord, not for money.“ 

Scoville then alluded to Guiteau’s suscep- 
tibility to the influence of women, and said 
that such was his disposition in that respect 
that he would talk to any woman as long as 
she would listen to him. 

That's not true,” shouted Guitean. 

“1 PUT A NOTICE IN MY AUTOBIOGRAPHY 
that any lady who wanted to correspond 
with me, who would send her address, if she 
was all right, would be well received; and to 
this notice 1 got a response from a lady worth 
$10,000. That wasn’t bad, was it?“ [Gen- 
eral laughter. | 

Scoville continued: “It is true, as he says, 
that notice brought on a response. which 
shows there is one woman in the United 
States that probably has lost her reason 
also.“ 

This remark elicited a good deal of laughter, 
but notfrom the prisoner, whoangrily ex- 
claimed: Wrote her two letters, and she 
wrote me two. You [Scoville] suppressed 
the rest. I have been looking for a response 
to my last letter for three weeks, and I am 
certain you have lied aboutit. I tell you so 
publicly.“ He continued, raising his voice: 
“You can't fool me. lam going to follow 
her.” [Laughter. 

Scoville—The letters Guiteau wrote I did 
not send. 

No; you didn’t send them. I knew you 
had lied about it. That is not the first lie 
you have told,” cried the prisoner, em- 
phasizing his words with blows upon the 
table. I knew you had been lying. You 
told me you sent those letters, and now you 
say you have not.“ 

The Court (sternly)—Be quiet. 

THE DISTRICT-ATTORNEY PROTESTS. 

The District-Attorney—Scoville knows that 
if there were any such letters they never can 
reach the jury, and this attempt to get into a 
public colloquy with this man is reprehensi- 
ble. Let this man play his part when the 
time comes. 

LI am not playing a part,” cried the pris- 
oner excitedly, and gesticulating wildly. “I 
knéw Scoville was lying.” 

Scoville—I understand this evidence is 
coming; that it is perfectly competent. 

As a general thing, testimony obtained 
from lying is not competent,” retorted the 
prisoner. 

Scoville— 

I WILL NOT REPLY TO CORK HU. 
at present for his insinuation. When the 
time comes for argument he will get his an- 
swer. 

The significant tone in which this was 
said brought down a storm of applause from 
the spectators. 

Thad considered,” continued Scoville, 
“this evidence was competent.“

Scoville—All I want in this case is that the 
truth shall prevail. 

The prisoner—That is what | want, and I 
am going to have it, too. 

Scoville (tothe jury)—All I want is that 
the truth shall prevail, and if you believe 1 
produce an item of evidence for theatrical 
effect without the earnest conviction that it 
is just and proper to be done, I want you not 
only to reject it, but to charge it against me

His mother died when he was 
young, and he grew up as any boy would 
without proper restraint. His family was 
an honorable ene, and felt deeply the dis- 
grace he had brought on the name.

A NEW STOCK EXCHANGE. 
MOVEMENT TO ORGANIZE ANOTHER EX- 
CHANGE. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tridune. 
New Tonk, Nov. 22.—A new Stock Ex- 
change, combined with a bank and trust 


company. is in process of organization, the 
headquarters of which is to be in the lower 
portion of Broadway. ‘The reason for start- 
ing this institution is alleged to be the arro- 
gant manner of the Governing Committee of 
the New York Stock Exchange in its deal- 
ings with railroad and other stocks, and those 
who have been affected thereby have entered 
into a combination in order to erect a Stock 
Exchange which shall be free from the in- 
fluences of the one now in existence, and 
will not be controlled by the present offen- 
sive rules of banks, etc. The men who are 
said to be engaged in the scheme are capi- 
talists of world-wide reputation and railway 
magnates whose careers are National, and 
AMONG THE NAMES MENTIONED 

are those of William H. Vanderbilt, Jay 
Gould, Cyrus W. Field, C. P. Huntington, E. 
D. Morgan, Russell Sage, David Dows, Syd- 
ney Dillon, D. D. Mills, H. J. Jewett, and 
others. The bankers of St. Louis, Chicago, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Louisville, and other 
large cities are aiso interested in the scheme, 
and it is said that there are many more pow- 
erful men at the back of the affair whose 
names at present cannot De ascertained. The 
fact that Cyrus W. Field is so much interest- 
ed in the movement will give some idea 
where the new Stock Exchange is to be lo- 
cated, and its near proximity to the new 
Produce Exchange will make it very valu- 
abie, especially when itis remembered that 
the banking operations will be conducted in 
the same buifding and act in the character of 
a clearing-house. 

THE CAPITAL FOR THIS ENTERPRISE 
is fixed at $5,000,000, which will consist of 
stock, and each member will be required to 
hold $5,000 worth of the capital stock, which 
can be applied to his indebtedness should he 
happen to fail. From the names of those 
connected with the enterprise it is apparent 
that the following stock will be controlled 
by the exchange: New York Central, 
Canada Southern, Texas Pacific, Central 
Railway of New Jersey, Lake Sho West- 
ern Union, Manhattan Elevated, abash, 
New York, Lake Erie & Western, Union Pa- 
cific, New York Elevated, Central Pacific, 
Michigan Central, Pacific Mail, Metropolitan 
Elevated, North western, uri, Kansas & 
Texas, Lackawanna, etc. The movement 
has exerted a great amount of feeling among 
those members of the New York Stock Ex- 
change who have learned of the movement, 
and not a few admit that it will be the most 
powerful rival which has ever appeared 
against it. 


THE REASON FOR THE MOVEMENT.

New York, Nov. 22.—The Times, inspeak- 
ing of the new Stock Exchange, says: Mr. 
Jay Gould has not been accorded treat- 
ment by the Stock Exchange to which he be- 
lieves himself entitled.

SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY FOLGER’S 
ORDER REGARDING THEIR PURCHASE.

New York, Nov. 22.—It was reported this 
morning that the First National Bank of this 
city had agreed to deliver to the Sub-Treas- 
ury today, at par and accrued interest, 
$1,500,000 of extended 6s. Par and accrued 
interest tor these bonds is 10134, and the mar- 
ket price for the bonds is 101%,@101%.

SECRETARY FOLGER’S REPLY

THE NEWARK BANKERS. 
ARREST OF OSCAR BALDWIN’S BROTHER. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 22.—Theodore Baldwin, 
brother of Oscar L. Baldwin, who is charged 
with having by his embezziements wrecked 
the Mechanics’ National Bank of Newark, N. 
J., was arrested in Newark today for alleged 
complicity in the frauds. When Oscar Bald- 
win’s bail was raised from $25,000 to $100,000 
the Government officers at Newark accepted 
Theodore as one of the bondsmen for the 
larger amount. Theodore had been a teller 
in the bank for some years. Suspicion was 
first aroused concerning him by the develop- 
ments at the examination of his brother Oscar 
a week ago. A. F. B. Martin, of the firm 
of Martin & Runyon, brokers and bankers in 
Wall street, New York, testified, on that 
occasion, that Theodore had been 

A LARGE SPECULATOR 
in stocks through the firm. On one occasion 
he had put up a margin of $40,000 in stocks, 
and on another held $1,000,000 in coal stocks 
on a margin. The firm, aware that his earn- 
ings at the bank justified no such expendi- 
ture, feared, finally, that his transactions 
would lead to trouble, and directed him to 
withdraw his business from them. Infor- 
mation of these investments were given to 
Oscar L. At first he expressed surprise, 
but afterward he said it was allright. Mar- 
tin & Runyon say net results of 
these investinents was a gain on the part of 
Theodore, and 
THE LATTER EXPLICITLY DENIES 
that he ever used the bank’s money in carry- 
ing out his ulations. But public 
mind of Newark was not quieted by these 
assuran and, since Isaac M. Lewis, of 
Paterson, expert who is making an in- 
vestigation of the bank books, entered upon 
his labors, he has discovered indications that 
these suspicions were not altogether un- 
founded. It will be remembered 
Baldwin, the Cashier, balanced his ac- 
tounts by a false claim that 
the bank had a large sum to its credit with 
the Mechanics’ Bank of New York, which 
was the Newark bank’s principal correspond- 
ent and depository. 
MR. LEWIS 

has discovered in the Newark bank books, 
in the handwriting of Theodore Baidwin, en- 
tries of false charges agalust the Mechanics’ 
Bank of New York. These entries are six 
in number, and represent that, on the days in 
July mentioned below, the following amounts 
in currency from the Newark bank 
to its New York correspondent: July 12, 
$60,000; 14, $75,000; 15, $65,000; 16, $10,000; 
19, $60,000; 000; total, 000, . 
No such amounts were ever paid to the New 
York bank. When Mr. Lewis had com- 
municated his discovery to District-Attorney

sentation in the Cabinet, but at the same 
time free from any supervision or ac- 
countability save as Congress may ex- 
ercise ite authority. It has been sug- 
gested that a new department be organ- 
ized and a new Secretary added to 
the Cabinet, representing @ new group of 
bureaus under the name of Industry and 
Statistics. Such a department would nat- 
urally include the Bureaus of Agriculture, 
Statisties, Census, Signal Service, Coast Sur- 
vey, and perhaps some others. The Interior 
Department is thus made up of a variety of 
branches of the administrative service—such 
as the Indian Bureau, Land-Office, Pensions, 
Patents, Railroads, etc. But this depart- 
ment is already so crowded, and contains 80 
many disjointed sections, that it might bet- 
ter be relieved of part of its responsibilities 
than required to take on new ones. There 
is a standing objectivn to the creation of new 
departments in the Executive branch of the 
Government, for they lead to new dignita- 
ries, additional patronage, and increased ex- 
penses. But it must also be taken into ac- 
count that there is economy in central re- 
sponsibility and the common administration 
of cognate interests. The Department of 
Agriculture, standing alone and independ- 
ent, has long aspired to a Cabinet representa- 
tion, but it would certainly be wise to form a 


more comprehensive Department of Indus- 


try and Statistics, and make agricultire a 
subordinate bureau thereof. The proposi- 


| tion is likely to receive some attention from 


Congress this winter.

He knew also 
that the first result of the shooting would be 
to put himself in great bodily danger, and he 
provided for his safety by engaging a car- 
riage beforehand to take him to jail as soon 
as he had fired the shot.

3. He now realizes his danger, and cowers 
and shrinks when he passes through the 
crowds in going to and returning from the 
court; and he shows his sound sense in so 
doing. 

4. His attempt to shirk responsibility upon 
the Almighty is another proof of his perfect 
sanity. If he were really insane he would 
glory in his deed, and be unwilling to share 
the fame of it even with the Deity. 

5. We have his own confessions to the ‘po- 
liceman that his antics in court were for a 
purpose. 

6. None of these performances touch the 
real question of his ability to appreciate the 
consequences of his acts. Eecentricity is 
not a sufficient ground for acquittal in mur- 
der cases. Guiteau has as yet done nothing 
insane in court or out of it, unless the mur- 
der of the President should be so considered; 
and proof of insanity cannot be deduced 
solely from the enormity of acrime. It will 
not do to argue that every assasin of a Presi- 
dent is prima facie insane. 


JAMES RECOM- 
: MENDATIONS. 

Postmaster-General James, in his report, to 
be laid before Congress at its meeting 
in December, furnishes the country with an 
interesting statement of the postal affairs for 
the year ending last July. The report indicates 
amost prosperous condition of affairs, which 
prosperity has been greatly increased by the 
changes and curtailment of expenditures 
made since last March. These reductions of 
expenditures, this saving of what has hitherto 


spicuously in the report of the service for 
| the present year, beginning in July. 

There are certain changes recommended by 
the Postmaster-General which will attract 
great attention from the public, and should 
be thoroughly discussed before action. One 
of these is in the matter of cheap postal or- 
ders for sums less than $5. At presenta 
postal order costs from five to 15 cents, no 
matter what the amount of the order is, 
though the highest issued is, we believe, 
$50. There are countiess occasions when 
the amount to be remittedis less than $5, 
and the feefor the order becomes costly. 
There has, therefore, been a great demand 
for years for a cheaper form of postal order 
for sums under $5. The Postmaster-General 
commends a pian for securing this end to the 
public. Since the suspension and with- 
drawal of the postal currency the incon- 
venience of remitting small sums, ex- 
cept at a heavy rate, has become 
general. The plan proposed is that 
the post-office shall issue to the de- 
positor a postal order on which are 
printed figures representing in the first or 
dollar column from 1 to 4, and in the second 
or dime column from 1 to 9, and in the third 
orcents column from 1 to 0, and the Post- 
master will punch from this order the figures 
representing the sum of money deposited. 
This order is payable to bearer at a designated 
office, and is to be sold at a fee of three cents. 
It is to be sent at the owner’s risk. There is 
no responsibility in case of the loss of the 
order. 

The only objection to this is perhaps in the 
fee, which might well be put at twocents, 
the sender having also to purchase a three- 
cent postage stamp and the Government being 
relieved of all responsibility for the loss if 
any be sustained. The order will, however, 
be of great convenience to the public who 
wish to remit odd sums, or fractional parts

II i just this that the public will not con- 
gent to. The transportation of small pack- 
ages is a great public necessity, and for which 
there is no other accommodation than that 
furnished by the mails. The immense busi- 
ness done ‘by the express companies is evi- 
dence of the immense demand for means of 
sending and receiving packages which are 
unsuited to the ordinary freight transporta- 
tion on the railways. These express com- 
panies are unlimited in their rates, 
There is no competition in the en- 
press business, the companies apportion- 
ing among themselves the whole terri- 
tory traversed by the railways, and torm 
a strong combination for their own de- 
fense. Outside of the mails the express 
monopoly would exact a fee for the transpor- 
tation of the class of goods which now pass 
through the mails which would in the agare- 
gate equal the value of the whole merchan- 
dise. On most of the routes, were there no 
mail transportation of such packages, the ex- 
press charges would confiscate the majority 
of the goods in every run ot 200 miles. The 
postal delivery of merchandise is the only 
protection the people have against excessive 
express charges, and, as the post-offices ex- 

‘ceed the express stations, so, if the mails be 
closed to such matter, then more than half 
the people would be cut off from both mail 
and express railway transportation. 

If the gost of handling, receiving, and de- 
livery ird and fourth class matter ex- 
ceed so greatly the revenue collected there- 
from, it is possible the. rates of transporta- 
tion might be modified so as to in some part 
equalize the receipts and expenditures for 
this service, but the county will pretty gen- 
erally oppose and resist the abolition of that 
service. It has become a great public neces- 
sity; for one-half the people there is no pos- 
sible substitute for the service, and the only 
substitute which is available to the other 
half is to hand the business over to the ex- 
press company, who will demand the full 
value of the property forwarded by them, 
and even that will not satisfy their tariff. 
ne Postmaster-General takes a more fa- 
vorabie view of the possibilities of a reduc- 
tion of letter postage than perhaps is juati- 
fiable. He thinks that a reduction of letter 
postage from three to two cents per letter 
may be accomplished within three years. 
In 1845 postage was reduced to five cents 
per half-ounce letter for distances less than 
3,000 miles. In 1851 postage was reduced to 
a uniform rate of three cents per half ounce. 
At first there was a loss of revenue, but the 
service soon became remunerative. The 
Postmaster-General, speaking of the present 
proposed reduction, says: 


A reduction of letter postage from three to 
two cents will be possible within three years. I 
believe this reduction could be accomplished 
without the proportionate diminution of receipts 
which followed the adoption of tbhree-cent 
postage in 1851. The people have shown their 
appreciation of — 4 — The introduc- 
tion ot the postai- , instead of diminishing 
the receipts, has on the whole largely increased 
them. Two-cent postage would, I believe, after 
one or two years’ trial, produce the same result. 
It is my deliberate judgment that two-cent post- 
age is feasible in the near future. I would 
favor it even if the rates of 8 on 
third ana fourth class matter had to in- 


creased. The great mass of the people are in- 
terested in cheap. letter- postage. The propor- 
tion of those benefited by the unremunerative 
rates un third and fourth Class matter is com- 

rativeiy small. Moreover, the people who are 

nefited couldafford to pay more liberally tor 
the advantages extended to them. The bulk 
and weight of third and fourth ciass matter adds 
so largely to the cost of transporting the mails 
that all the profit realised from letter- postage is 
thereby absorbed. If these classes of matter 
contributed proportionately, twa-cent postage 
would at once be assured. If the Government 
is to be a common carrier, ought it to be com- 
pelled to lose money thereby? Ought the many 
who are interested in cheap letter-postage be 
taxed for the benefit of the few who are con- 
eerned for low rates on third and fourth class 
matter? 

The postal service was intended for the 
public benefit and convenience. If nothing but 
letters were carried there would be undoubt- 
edly a large profit, but the profitable part of 
the service should carry that which, no less 
important to the country, is not profitable, 
To carry nothing that did not pay its own 
way would exclude every line of printed 
matter; would exclude every book, paper, 
and pamphiet from the mails, or require 
them to pay letter postage. A reduction of 
letter-postage to two cents would not recon- 
cile the country to the exclusion of printed 
matter from the mails, nor would an increase 
of rates on printed matter to those of letter- 
postage be tolerated. The time will, how- 
ever, come whén the long distances of this 
country will be more thickly settled, and 
when the rates of railway service will be so 
reduced that the increase of mail matter, 
even at the present unremunerative rates, 
will enable printed matter, and even mer- 
chandise, to cover the cost of transportation 
of such articles through the mails. In the 
meantime the country .will willingly stand 
the three cents postage on letters in order to 
have printed matter and the limited mer- 
chandise carried for them at reasonable 


rates.

Way across the isthnus which connects 
North and South America”; (2) by the as- 
sertion that Colombia is a “very weak” 
Power, and the intimation that it will not be 
able to defend the arrangement between 
itself and the United States whereby the 
neutrality of the canal is guaranteed, with a 
reservation of the right to both the contract- 
ing parties to pass through the canal their 
ships of war, troops, apd materials for war 
at all times; and (3) by the theory that such 
an arrangement will be objected to by Mexi- 
co and the South American Powers not par- 
ties thereto. None of these reasons will 
stand the test of criticism.

% The United States of Colombia is not so 
“weak or unimportant a nation as the English 
evidently suppose itto be. It comprises an 
area of over 500,000 square miles—as large 
as France and Germany together--and ten 
years ago had a population of about 3,000,000, 
It consists of nine States, the most impor- 
tant of which is Panama, comprising the 
Isthmus of Darien. It is a sister Republic 
of the American continent, and has a diplo- 
matic recognition from Great B n in the 
persons of Envoys and Ministe present- 


_ing their respective Governments. This 


Government of Colombia, by treaty in 1869, 
gave to the United States an exclisive right 
in any canal project across the isthmus in 
consideration of certain advantages which it 
gained. The Colombian Government c¢er- 
tainly had the power to enter into such an 
agreement, and the United States Govern- 
ment has the power to enforce it if the 
former shall be either too weak or too 
treacherous to defend the treaty. 

3. The intimation that the other South 
American Governments and the Republic ot 
Mexico will object to the understanding be- 
tween Colombia and the United States is not 
founded in good judgment, It is to the com- 
mon interest of all Governments on the Amer- 
ican continent to resist any further encroach- 
ment of European Governments upon Amer- 
ican territory or American privileges. The 
United States Government is naturally 
looked to as the defender of this principle of 
non-interference of European Powers. There 
is no apprehension of unfair encroachments 
from the Government of the United States, 
and no jealousy of the latter’s increasing im- 
portance. Any reckoving upon the sympa- 
thy or codperation of the smaller American 


make an aggressive effort to assume a pro- 
tectorate over the Isthinus Canal will, there- 
fore, result in disappointment, and neither 
the English journals nor the English states- 
men should fall into so palpable an error. 

Fairiy stated, the case is simply this: The 
American Government has made no effort 
and has no desire to interfere with the neu- 
trality, the control, or the management of 
the Suez Canal. It does not undertake to 
determine whether the guarantee of neu- 
trality of that highway shall be made by En- 
gland alone or the combined European 
Powers. It has no interest and takes no 
concern in that enterprise, and would not 
assume any special National privileges if the 
stock in the Suez Canal Company were 
owned entirely by American capitalists. The 
American Government simply demands that 
the European Powers shall pursue the same 
policy of non-interference in the case of the 
American interocéanic canal. The demand 
is entirely consistent and reasonable, and in 
the end will be conceded by England and all 
other European nations. 


THE AUTHORSHIP OF THE IRISH LAND 
BILL. 

A rether singular discussion has broken 
out in Great Britain and Ireland as to the 
authorship of the Land bill. Mr. Chamber- 
lain, a Radical Cabinet officer (President of 
the Board of Trade), declaring, as if he were 
the mouthpiece of the Ministry, that the bill 
is the offspring of the Land League, agreeing 
with Parnellon this point, and Mr. Glad- 
stone, the real and only mouthpiece of the 
Government, while ‘declining to discuss the 
question directly, declaring that the Govern- 
ment had made no such avowal. 

in his speech at Knowsley, Mr. Gladstone 
said: “It was my duty on the part of the 
Government to introduce the Land act, and 
in doing so I said expressly, in the most for- 
mal manner, that what Parliament had todo 
was to look, not at the agitation prevailing in 
Ireland or the demands put forward by Par- 
neil and others under cover of that agitation, 
but at the actual relations of landlord and 
tenant in the sister isle,“ etc. 

The above isa significant distinction, and 
though not affirming the real authorship 
correctly, states the origin and elementary 
phases of the bill, and Mr. Gladstone, had he 
been so disposed, might have gone still 
further and declared with truth that without 
the Liberals, or even without himself, there 
would have been no Irish Land bill passed. 
Mr. Gladstone’s record has been clear. In 
1869 he was Premier, having defeated Dis- 
raeli. In 1870 he introduced a land bill, and 
in a powerful defense of it said: Having 
witnessed the disorder and difficulty which 
have arisen from this long procrastination, 
we shall resolve in mind and heart, by a 
manful effort, to close and seal up forever, 
it it may be, this great question, which so 
intimately concerns the welfare and happi- 
ness of the people of Ireland.“ It was not 
to be. It was opposed by the Irish Liberal 
members themselves and loaded down with 
hostile Tory amendments, which made it 
practically inoperative so far as tenants 
were concerned. Evictions increased, and the 
tenants were still in the grasp of the ra- 
pacious landords. Every year since that 
time land bills have been introduced and 
defeated by the Tories, until Mr. Gladstone 
came into power again, a year or more ago. 
The Land League had already commenced 
its agitation. Mr. Parnell had traveled over 
the island and the United States seeking 
moral sympathy and pecuniary assistance for 
his scheme of amelioration. But his scheme 
was not so liberal in its concessions to the ten- 
ant as the bill which Mr. Gladstone subse- 
quently introduced. He never expected to 
gain so mach as Gladstone gave him. The 
Irish people never hoped for so liberal a bill. 
The landlords never dreamed so much would 
be yielded. 

Mr. Giadstone in 1880, as in 1870, witnessed 
“the disorder and difficulty “ and appreciated 
and realized the grievances as they were set 
forth by the Land League. Had it not been 
for the fierce agitation of the Land League 
so radical a bill would not have been intro- 
duced; but it is equally true that had it not 
been for Mr. Gladstone, no bill would have 
been introduced, and it is still truer that had 
not the Land League been checked in its vio- 
lent agitation the bill never would have been 
passed. The Land League provoked the

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League was the source of the Land it 
still remains that but for Mr. Gladstone and 
the Liberals it would not have been werth 
more than waste paper. Had the Tories been 
in power they would have defeated it, as they 
have defeated scores of others, and a coer- 
cion bill would have taken its place, under 
which a hundred would have been imprisoned 
where one is now, hundreds of tenants would 
have been punished where one has been, and 
the chains of landiord tyranny would have 
been fastened still tighter upon the unhappy 
people of Ireland. So the one offsets the 
other. Granting that the Land League was 
the author, of what practical value would 
the authorship have been without Gladstone 
and the Liberals? Granting that Mr. Par- 
nell’s agitation elicited the bill, of what value 
would it have been but for Mr. Gladstone’s 
championship of it? The Irish have gained 
a land tenure worth $500,000,000, reduced 
their rents 40 per cent, recovered their im- 
provements which the landlords had confis- 
cated, and have abolished evictions, all by 
the consent and assistance of Gladstone and 
the Liberals. From the Tories, whom they 
are now helping, they would have received 
nothing but coercion and eviction until 
doomsday.

KASSON AND THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

Mr. John A. Kasson, late Minister to Aus- 
tria and member-elect to the Forty-seventh 
Congress, makes an important contribution 
to the discussion of the Monroe doctrine in 
the December number of the North Amert- 
can Review. Mr. Kasson has the candor to 
admit that the doctrine in question has been 
modified in essential particulars since it was 
first announced by President Monroe. It 
meant originally that no European Power 
should establish colonies, as ef their own 
right, within the territories of any de facto 
independent States of America, and that 
monarchical institutions should not be in- 
troduced by force, exerted under the author- 
ity of a foreign Government, in any Ameri- 
ean territory. The Monroe doctrine now 
means much more than this. It has assumed 
a new significance since it was promul- 
gated. President Polk, in December. 1545, 
after approving the Monroe declaration, said 
that it should be distinctly annoupced to the 
world as our settled policy that no future 
European colony or dominion shall, with our 
consent, be planted or established on any 
part of the American continent.” This an- 
nouncement has since been made in effect, 
if not in form. But it is a material 
modification and extension of the original 
Monroe doctrine, which did not deny the 
right of foreign Powers to acquire domin- 
ion in America by treaty or purchase. The 
revised doctrine of 184 did make such a de- 
nial, and it has been so cordiaily approved 
by every Government and the whole people 
since that in the minds of the masses it has 
been generally substituted for the original 
* doctrine ” of President Monroe. 

The advisers of Mr. Monroe, among whom 
were Mr. Jefferson and Mr. Adams, favored 
the taking of the broadest grounds In the 
statement of the American policy. The 
President was restrained by considerations 
of prudence and his naturally cautious tem- 
perament from so doing. But the policy of 
Jefferson and Adams became that of the 
Government in fact, ff not in the history of 
diplomacy, in 1824, and the progress that has 
since been noted has been in the direction of 
making the declarations of the Government 
more emphatic and the feelings of the peo- 
ple of the United States more widely known. 
It is no longer important what the Monroe 
declaration, as distinguished from the Mon- 
roe doctrine, originally was; but it is 
of highest moment what the Amer- 
ican people think when they in- 
sist that the principles of that doctrine, modi- 
fied by time, shall be enforced. In the early 
language of diplomacy it was stated that the 
United States “would not view with indif- 
ference” any of the encroachments con- 
templated. It is to be noticed that the want of 
indiflerence on the part of the United 
States to any European ageressions in 
America is much more important now than 
it was then. The extension of the doctrine 
and the development of the Nation that pro- 
poses to enforce it have kept pace together, 
or, if there has been an unequal growth, the 
advantage has been on the side of the power 
to make good any affirmations of policy that 
have been or may be put on record. 

Mr. Kasson is evidently prepared to take 
the highest grounds with reference to Amer- 
ican rights in the PanamaCanal. Though he 
had not apparently seen Mr. Blaine’s identical 
note on the subject before writing this re- 
view article, he would dissent from none of 
its conclusions. American public opinion 
has, in fact, supported Mr. Blaine’s position 
ina most remarkable manner. Without dis- 
tinction of party every newspaper and speaker 
who has referred to the matter has com- 
mended the course of the Secretary of State. 
His felicitous deseription of the canal as 
part of our coast line” has been adjudged 
a proper summing up of the whole subject. 
The notice which he has caused to be given 
to foreign Powers that the United States will 
deem any guarantee of neutrality but its 
own “an unfriendly act” has had every 
mark of public approval save a formal vote 
of Congress, which will not be wanting when 
the proper time shall come. In short, the 
American people are resolved that the canal 
shall not be used to abridge the natural de- 
fenses of the United States. In time of war 
it must be closed te the war vessels of all 
foreign Powers as against the United States. 
European capital may build it, bat European 
Powers shall not so readily obtain a political 
foothold on the American continent. 

Mr. Kasson refers in his article, which we 
have not attempted to summarize fully, to 
the necessity for some extension of the com- 
mercial relations of the United States with 
other parts of the American continent. He 
says:

In 
his letter Egan, while reminding the Home- 
Rulers that he himself is one af 
them, deprecates their idea of at- 
tempting to revive and extend their 
movement at the present juncture by the 
formation of local associations. He protests 
against the opening passages in the circular, 
which, he says, would appear to imply that 
the land legislation of the Government had 
given satisfaction to the Irish people.

HAVERLY’S THEATRE. 

Whether Messrs. Comley & Barton and Miss 
Holen Lenoir,” with the assistance ot Mr. P. W. 
Hilton, from Mr. Carte’s Savoy Theatre, Lon- 
don.“ will succeed in populariaing their attempt 
to present a comic opera practically without 
singers is one of those things which “no fellow 
can find out.” They tried the experiment Mon- 
day night vefore a very good house at Haverly's 
Theatre. With two exceptiuus, there is not even 
& fair voice in the cast, and the prettiest num- 
bers were deprived of all effectiveness owing to 
the incompetency of their interpreters to do 
justice to the music. Take for a single iilustra- 
tion the bright and tuneful littie melody 
ot “The Magnet and the Churn.” It 
fell flat, because the party who attempted to 
sing ft has no voice; and not only that, but ap- 
parently no realization of the fact that a voice 
is necessary in order to sing. 

“ Patience” bas been given here twice be- 
fore, once very badly (by Rice), and once ex- 
ceedingly well (by the Melville opera company).

Mrs. Ewing’s Secend Lecture—Soups, 
Sauces, Salads, and Pasitry~-The Be-

PRESIDENT ARTHUR. 


Bie Means te Run His Own Presiden- 
‘tial Machine in His Own Way. 
Dispatch to New York Worid (Dem.). 

Wasntnorox, D. C., Nov. 19.—The refusal of 
the President to make certain removals from 
office and make room for other willing patrivts 
with a Stalwart” support, has set an army of 
officeseekers, and indeed the whole country, to 
thinking again concerning the purpose and pol- 
icy of the President in the administration of the 
patronage of bis office. The Collectorsnip of In- 
ternal Revenue in the district jn Pernosyivania 
in which Pittsburg is situate is an office in point. 
Itis given out that Senator Cameron and a 
Pittsburg delegation waited on the President 
and asked for the removal of Collector Davis 
and the appointment of Mr. Case in his stead, 
and that the President deciined to grant the re- 
quest. Tnis is regarded as sigoificant, 
because of the connection of the 
name of Senator Cameron with the 
request. It may safely be predicted that 
a large number of newspapers of the Haif- 
Breed persuasion will presently be sayiug 
agceeable things concerning President Arthur; 
that a large number of men in office will feel a 


sense of temporary relief from anxiety: and 
that a large number of men out of office will 


remodel their plans for getting in, in conse- 
quence of the impression that will be conveyed 
by tbis tittle circumstance, and by some remarks 
which the President is snid to bave made con- 
cerning bis general purpose as to removais. 
There will be those who will mistakenly believe 
that there ba’ been a change of the Presidential 
heart, and dat an unex ted policy is to be or 
bas been adopted by President Arthur. This 
supposition is erroneous. 
The country does not yet seem to anderstand 
that President Arthur is one of the shrewdest 
politicians of hstime. He isa man of tact and 
of sagacity, schovied in the great commercial 
and political metropolis of the country. He is 
withal a man of the world in bearing. and 
will admipister the hospitalities of the Execu- 
tive Mansion with a grace and propriety sucb as 
have not been known in the White House for a 
quarter of a century. In sbort, be is woridiy, 
aud calculating, and farsighted. When be 
entered upon the duties apd responsibilities ot 
the Preside „it was not without an intelligent 
look into the future and not without an intelli- 
gent weighing of the proprieties of executive 
conduct? When execufive duties were assumed 
under such soiemn circumstances, President 
- Arthur deliberately and carefully marked out 
for bimseif three distinctive limes of executive 
policy so far as that ag | reiates to the dis- 
tribution of pat o those, with only oc- 
casional exce 8, the President hus consist- 
entiy adhe and will continue to adberc. 
ln the first place, President Arthur determined 
to renew the appointments of bis immediate 
deut Garfield. This was 
politic, and it must pot be forgotten that 
Artbur is a politician. It was also respectful 
and rute of his predecessor's memory. 
President Arthur took the nominations of the 
late President Garfield in a body and without 
made them his own. Though to- 
tally and now with the purposes 
and policies of Garfield, Mr. Arthur was not so 
duil as to forget the decencies of his position as 
the successor of af assassinated President. He 
learned all the wishes of his predecessor toucb- 
ing minor a tments which had been formal 
ly ex made them hisown. This was 
apiece of sagacious de‘erence to the personal 
and official desires of the murdered President. 
In the secoud place., President Arthur deter- 
mined to make no sweep removals from of- 
fice on or other grounds, 
such as would invite the indignation of the 
country. He did not choose to appear as a tac- 
tional revoiu ist. I dave reason to believe 
that the P eut declared his purpose to be to 
make mo removais till the assembiing of Con- 
gress. if he bad stuck to tuis purpose, it would 
bu ve been eminently creditabie and in harmony 
with this general feature uf his Administration. 
In the third Present Arthur has a 
— b @ has observed the pro- 
vp 


a made by bis predecessor, and be bas re- 
used to make sweepiag removals without cause 
till the assembiing of Congress. The appoint- 
ments to be made in the future. however, will 
be his own appointments. They will be Mr. 
Arthur's appotutments. and the 4 of 
his personal and poii f s will only be 
made when they are a bis own. After Con- 
gress gets to work F nt Arthur will make 
bis own Administration. He will seiect bis own 
agents, and be will select them from amohg bis 
own triends. use bis methods are not those 

those of the cimeter, it need 

that be is unable to decapitate 
bere and there. He will not be guilty of po- 
liticai brutality, for be is a politician, but he will 
accomplish bis purposes. Asa matter of fact, 
be is a far stronger executive and administra- 
tive man than Garfeid was, and be will be at 
least us faithful to bis friends as Gartield was to 
his friends. Littie rumors touching certain on- 
cers need not disturb the public conviction that 
the Haif-Breeds will be invited into the street. 
There must be no mistake as to the underiyiag 
and guiding purposes of the Administration of 
President Arthur.

The Safety of Passenger- Elevators. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—The article in Sunday's 
TRIBUNE concerning thesafety of elevators is 
well timed: indeed, judicious agitation of tue 
subject is always in order, and will be found to 
be a most potent means of bringing to the minds 
of elevator-owners a strong realization of re- 


sponsibilily in the matter. 

If a cage breaks loose and falls, an air-cushion 
properly constructed and disposed, will be ex- 
tremely certain to prevent serious injury; or a 
gradual though.comparatively quick stop might 
be brought about by friction upon the guides, 
generated by suitable devices, provided the 
guides themselves were not dislodged in the 
operation. But however accurate and gppro- 
priate these safety appliances may be, it would be 
very necessary that they should be welldooked 
after by a competent person; and this brings us 
to the vital point, that, if eievator machinery is 
properly designed and constructed, and sut- 
ficientiy watcned and cared for, very little 
unxiety need be euter tained on the score of dun- 
ger. A good wire rope will give ample evidence 
of weakness in time to prevent an accident, 
and the perfection towhich machinery in its 
most approved form for passenger-eievators has 
been brougbt renders a fatal mishap so nearly 
impossible that it is only by the grossest negli- 
gence and carelesoess thut such unfortunate 
occurrences do take place. 

en in the absence of facts that could only 
be obtained by an investigation, at the scene of 
tne late accident in New York, we will hazard 
the opinion that either the elevator apparatus 
was not of the best construction, or else it was 
impaired by usetoan extent that could have 
been easily detected by an ordinarily careful 
man. 

The singie factor of initial cost is all that pre- 
vents proprietors from procuring as good and as 
safe elevators for freight purposes as for pas- 
senger use; the great bulk of accidents are 
among the former class, and the number of ele- 
vators that are running every day in a condition 
to be considered very precarious is astonishing. 
A clearer sense of responsibility amoug owners 
would go a long way towards urance of 
safety. In closing our remarks all bazard 
another opinion—viz.: that if Pparatus is 
secured of as good quality nbe easily 
found in the market, and be as cared for as 
n afford, elevator ac-
